W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Laws relating to the Power of leasing Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments in Ireland by Persons having partial 



or limited Interests in the same, or being under legal Incapacity or 
5 Disability, so as to render the said Powers more uniform and generally 
understood, and more extensive and beneficial to the Community at 
large, and more conducive, to the Development of the agricultural, 
mineral, and commercial Resources of the Country : And whereas 
it is also expedient that Persons having such partial and limited 
10 Interests in such Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments as aforesaid 



should be enabled to enter into Agreements binding the Inheritance, 
and entitling the Tenants thereof, in certain Cases, at the Termination 
of their Tenancies, to Compensation for the Execution of suitable 
Improvements therein : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen s most 
15 Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Pai- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority ol the same, as follows . 



I. That in the Construction of this Act the Word “ Lessor * shall Glossary: 
extend to a Body Politic. Corporate, or Collegiate, making Leases : “ L essor: 

17. A The 
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The Word “ Lessee” shall include the personal Representatives of 
any Lessee and his lawful Assigns : 

The Word “ Person ” shall include any Body Politic, Corporate or 
Collegiate : 

The Word “Lands” shall include corporeal Messuages, Tenements 5 
and Hereditaments of every Tenure : 

The Expression “ perpetual Interest ” shall comprehend, in addition 
to any greater Interest, any Lease or Grant for One or more 
than One Life, with or without a Term of Years, or for Years 
whether absolute or determinable on One or more than One 10 
Life, with a Covenant or Agreement by a Party competent 
thereto in any of such Cases, whether contained in the Instru- 
ment by which such Lease or Contract is made, or in any 
separate Instrument, for the perpetual Renewal of such Lease 
or Grant : 15 

The Expression “ Successors in Estate ” shall mean the Persons 
entitled for the Time being after the Lessor to the actual 
Receipt of the Rents and Profits of the Lands comprised in 
such Lease under the same Title, Settlement, or Will, with the 
Lessor, or under the Exercise of any Power affecting such Title, 20 
or contained in such Settlement or Will, and who but for the 
making of the said Lease would be entitled to Possession of 
the Lands, or to the Possession subject to any other existing 
Lease : 

The Word “Landlord” shall mean the Person entitled for the 25 
Time being to recover the Rent reserved by such Lease : 

The Word “ entitled ” shall mean entitled either legally or 
equitably : 

The Word “ Settlement ” shall include every Assurance, or con- 
nected Set or Series of Assurances, whether by Deed, Will, 30 
Private Act of Parliament, or otherwise, by which Lands are or 
shall be limited in a Course of Settlement, or agreed so to be. 

II. In citing this Act in any Instrument, Document, Proceeding, 

or Act of Parliament it shall be sufficient Designation to use the 
Expression “ The Leasing Powers Act (Ireland), 1853.” 35

III. Every Person herein-after described entitled in possession to 
any Estate or Interest herein-after named in Lands in Ireland, or to 
the Receipt from the occupying Tenants of the Rents and Profits 
thereof, whether or not such Estate shall be subject to any Mortgage 40 
or other Incumbrance (provided the Incumbrancer shall not be in 
possession), shall have Power to make Leases of all. or any Part of 
the said Lands (other than the See, Glebe House, or Mansion House

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and Demesne Lands, or Parks, Plantation, or Orchard, and Pleasure 
Grounds and Appurtenances belonging- to or usually occupied with 
such See, Glebe House, or Mansion House,) for the Purposes and 
Periods of Time, and subject to the Rents, Rights of Apportionment

(1.) Her Majesty the Queen, and Her Successors, Kings and 
Queens of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Woods and Forests, in respect of Lands 
situate in the Kingdom of Ireland : 

10 (2.) Tenants in Fee Simple or Fee Farm, or seised of a perpetual 

Estate subject to any Mortgage or Incumbrance : 

(3.) Tenants in Tail, or quasi Entail, of an Estate of Inheritance 
or perpetual Interest : 

(4.) Tenants for the Term of their own Lives, not being Jointresses, 
15 or for the Life or Lives of any other Person or Persons, or 

for so many Years as they may live, or for an unexpired 
Term or Residue of a Term of Sixty Years, whether absolute 
or determinable on their own Life, created out of an Estate 
of Inheritance or perpetual Interest by any Settlement : 

20 (5.) Married Women entitled to any Estate specified in Numbers 

(2.), (3.), or (4.), for their separate Use, and whether re- 
strained or not from Anticipation : 

(6.) Tenants by the Courtesy of England and Tenants in Dower : 
(7-) Husbands seised in right of their Wives, or by Entireties with 
25 their Wives, provided that the Wife is entitled to any Estate 

specified in Number (2.), (3.), or (4.), and shall be a con- 
senting and executing Party to the Lease, whether Adult or 
under Age : 

(8.) Archbishops, Bishops, and other Ecclesiastical Persons, seised 
30 in right of their Dignities or Benefices, with the Consent, in 

the Case of a Rector, Vicar, or Perpetual Curate, of the 
Archbishop or Bishop of the Diocese, signified in Writing on 
such Lease ; provided that no Lease made by any Ecclesias- 
tical Person or Corporation, for any Term exceeding Thirt}'- 
35 one Years, shall be valid without the Licence in Writing of 

the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland for the Time being, such Writing to be made on 
or annexed to such Lease :

Corporation or Board of Guardians of the Poor, for any 
Term exceeding Thirty-one Years, shall be valid, without 
the Licence in Writing, in the Case of a Municipal Corpora- 
45 tion, of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury,

of the Exchequer, or any Three of them, written on or an- 
nexed to such Lease. 

And with respect to Cases of Disability of Parties otherwise em- 
powered to make Leases, be it enacted as follows :

Disabilftyof w0u ^ be entitled to make Leases under this Act or otherwise, shall 
Person happen to be under the following Disabilities or Incapacities, the 
to'lease! 0wer ^ ower be exercised* on his or her Behalf, in the following 

Manner : 

If under the Age of Twenty-one Years, by his or her Guardian 30 
appointed by Will or Settlement, or by the Court of Chancery, and 
if such Person have no Guardian, it shall be lawful for the Court of 
Chancery in Ireland, on Petition in a summary W ay, to appoint a 
Guardian of such Person under Age, for the Purpose of any Proceed- 
ing under this Act, and to change him from Time to Time, and the 35 
Power shall be executed by the Guardian so appointed :

Inquisition finding such Person idiot or lunatic, it shall be lawful for 
the Court of Chancery in Ireland, by Petition in a summary Way, to 40 
appoint a Guardian of such Person for the Purpose of any Proceeding 
under this Act, and to change such Guardian from Time to Time, 
and the Power shall be executed by the Guardian so appointed: 

Provided 
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provided always, that no Lease made of the Estate of any Person 
under Age, or of unsound Mind, or non compos mentis, for any 
Term exceeding Thirty-one Years, shall "be valid without the Con- 
sent in Writing of the Lord Chancellor, Master of the Rolls, or One 
5 of the Masters in Ordinary of the Court of Chancery in Ireland, 
written on or annexed to such Lease, such Consent to he obtained in 
a summary Manner by Petition to the said Court of Chancery by 
any Party interested therein. 

V. In case any Person who would be entitled to make Leases incum- 
10 under this Act or otherwise, shall have mortgaged or otherwise " 

incumbered his Estate or Interest, and such Incumbrancer shall have 
gone into lawful Possession or Receipt of the Rents and Profits of 
such Estate or Interest, the Power shall be exercised by the Incum- 
brancer so in possession or receipt of the Rents ; and in case any such 
15 Incumbrancer shall have procured the Appointment of a Receiver 
under the Court of Chancery, the Power shall be exercised by the 
said Receiver, with the Consent in Writing of the Receiver Master of 
the Court of Chancery, written on or annexed to such Lease.

X. Every Improvement Lease made under this Act shall, in addi- 
tion to the Covenants and Conditions enumerated in Section VIII., 

15 also import and imply the following Covenant and Agreement on the 
Part of the Lessee : 

To proceed to improve the said Lands within Twelve Months after 
the Commencement of the Lease, and effectually to reclaim at 
least One Tenth Part of the said Lands during every Three

is capable of Reclamation shall have been reclaimed, and that 
in default the said Lease shall be void, and it shall be lawful 
for the Lessor and his Successors in Estate to re-enter and 
possess themselves as of their former Estate. 

Every Mining Lease made under this Act shall, in addition to 
the Covenants and Conditions enumerated in Section VIII., also 
import and imply the following Covenant and Agreement on the Part 
of the Lessee :

XIII. The Lessee in every Lease made under this Act (except a 
Mining Lease), shall be liable for all Waste by him permitted or 
committed, but shall, nevertheless (unless by the said Lease otherwise 
expressly provided to the contrary), be at liberty to make such 
Additions and Alterations in and upon the Lands and Premises 15 
demised, and to dig for, and use in and upon, and remove from the 
same such Stone, Limestone, Earth, Clay, Loam, Marl, Sand, and 
Gravel as may be necessary to use on or remove from the Premises, 
for effecting the Purposes for which said Lease was granted. 

XIV. Where any Lease shall be made under this Act for the 20 

purpose of building, and the Lessee therein shall be empowered to 
assign, or sublet in Parcels, it shall be lawful, by express Terms in 
the said Lease, to confine the Right of Entry or Re-entry for the 
Breach of any of the Covenants and Conditions therein contained or 
implied, to the Part of the Lands in respect of which the Breach 25 
or Default shall have been committed or suffered ; and that notwith- 
standing the Avoidance of such Lease as to Part only of the Lands 
demised, the Conditions of Re-entry, and all the Covenants in said 
Lease applicable thereto, shall remain in full Force as to the Residue 
of the said Lands. 30 

And with respect to the Rents to be reserved by such Leases, be 
it enacted as follows : 

XV . The Rent reserved in any Lease made under this Act shall be 
the best improved yearly Rent that at the Time of making such Lease 
can be obtained or reasonably expected, without Fine or Consideration 35 
of any kind : Provided always, that in the Case of a Mining Lease, 
the Rent reserved shall not be less in Value than the One Twentieth 
Part or Share of the Produce raised out of such Mines or Minerals, 
without regard to the Expense of digging, raising, and laying the 
same on the Bank ; and that in every such Mining Lease made by a 40 
partial Owner, who shall not be himself dispunishable of Waste, Two 

Fifth 
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Fifth Parts of the yearly Rent be reserved to the Lessor and the other 
Three Fifth Parts to the Parties entitled to the next vested Estate of 
Inheritance in the Mines comprised in the said Lease, during the Time 
such Estate shall continue vested iu them : Provided also, that it shall 
5 be lawful to reserve a reduced Rent, either fixed or progressively 
increasing, for the First Three Years of the Term in the Case of any 
Building Lease, and for the First Seven Years in the Case of any 
Improvement Lease. 

XVI. The Rents reserved on am- Agricultural Lease made under 
10 this Act may, if the Parties to the said Lease so think fit, at the Time 
of making the said Lease be therein made subject to Variation 
according to the Change in the Valuation of the Premises demised by 
the said Lease, as the same may be valued under any general Valua- 
tion of the Premises then or thereafter in force in Ireland. 

15 XVII. The Rents reserved and the Covenants and Conditions con- 
tained or implied in any Lease made under this Act shall enure to the 
Persons who for the Time being would, if such Lease had not been 
made, be entitled to the actual Possession of the Lands comprised in 
said Lease, or to the Receipt of the Rents and Profits thereof according 
20 to their Estates and Interests therein. 

XVIII. Every Lease made under this Act shall be by Indenture 
sealed and delivered by the Lessor in the Presence of One or more 
than One Witness, and may be in the appropriate Form contained iu 
the Schedule to this Act annexed, with such Variations as the Circum- 
25 stances of the Case may require, and a Counterpart of every such 
Lease shall be executed b} r the Lessee thereof. 



XIX. Every Agricultural and Improvement Lease made under this 
Act shall be chargeable with a Stamp Duty of One Shilling', and no 
more, and every Counterpart shall be subject to the like Stamp Duty, 

30 and no more, which Duties shall be subject to the like Laws and 
Regulations as to Collection and Management, Fines, Forfeitures, 
and Penalties as other Stamp Duties of the same Kind and Description 
in Great Britain and Ireland have been, are, or shall be hereafter 
subject to, as fully as if the said Laws and Regulations had been 

35 specially enacted herein with reference to the Duties hereby imposed. 

XX. A Memorandum containing the full Particulars of every Lease 
made under this Act may be lodged with the Clerk of the Peace of the 
Comity in which the Lands demised shall be situate, by any Person 
interested in such Lease, containing the Name and Description of the 

40 Lands demised, with the Townland and Barony and Comity in which

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they or the greater Portion thereof are situate, the Names and 
Description of the Lessor and Lessee, the Rent reserved, the Date of 
the Execution, and Term demised, and such Particulars shall be regis- 
tered by the Clerk of the Peace in a Book to be provided for that 
Purpose, to be called “ The Registry of Leasehold Interests,” with a 5 
convenient Index according to an alphabetical Arrangement of the 
Town lands, for which Registry the Fee of Shillmgs and no 

more shall be paid, and such Registry shall be open to Inspection at 
all reasonable Times for the Fee of Sixpence , and such Clerk of the 
Peace shall deliver without further or other Fee a Registry Certificate m 
of said Registry to the Person making such Registry, and such Certi- 
ficate shall be received in any Court as Evidence of the Registry of 
such Lease. 

And with respect to the Force and Efficacy of Leases to be made 
pursuant to this Act, be it enacted as follows ■

XXI. Every Lease made pursuant to the Provisions of this Act 
shall be valid and effectual to bind the Lessor, his Heirs, Executors, 
Administrators, Assigns, and Successors in Estate, and all Persons 
whomsoever deriving under the same Title or Settlement as that 
under which the Lessor derives, and notwithstanding any Entail, Law, 20 
or Custom to the contrary, and whether there be any Leashm Power 
annexed or belonging- to the Estate of such Lessor, but so a°s not to 
prejudice or interfere with any other Power of leasing to him 
belonging.

prepared on Parchment, of uniform Shape and Dimensions, with a 
sufficient Margin, and shall file the same as they shall be. received in 
compact Order, attaching them by Laces through the Margin to 
Portfolio Covers, after the Manner of Books, so that the same shall 16 
be kept free from Injury, and easily accessible. 

L. If any Clerk of the Peace in Ireland shall refuse or wilfully 
omit to perform any Act which he is by any Provision in this Act 
contained, required or directed to do, he shall forfeit and pay to the 
Party thereby aggrieved, the Sum of Five Pounds for every such 15 
Refusal or Omission, such Sum to be recovered by Civil Bill Process 
before the Assistant Banister, iu the same Maimer as if it were a 
Debt due by the Person so refusing or omitting to the Party thereby 
aggrieved. 

I^I- The Schedules to this Act annexed shall be deemed and 20 
taken to be a Part of this Act, and the Forms therein contained 
shall be used, save so far as the Nature of the Case may make it 
necessary or proper to vary from the same respectively, and no 
Variance or Defect, or verbal or technical Error therein, or in any 
Notice or Document under this Act, not calculated to mislead, shah 25 
■invalidate or vitiate such Proceeding, Notice, or Document. 

LII. And be it enacted, That this Act shall only extend to Lands 
in Ireland.
